DO NET PRICES HELP THE SMALL 
RETAILER? 

The old-time retailer, the typical small 
American tradesman, is being assailed to-day 
on a number of sides; and much of the com¬ 
petition he attempts to meet is unfair. 

When the manufacturer sells goods with 
quantity discounts he enables the large mer¬ 
chant to buy more cheaply than the small 
one. Now this question of quantity prices 
is not an ethical or a moral one: it is simply 
and solely a matter of business; and as a 
question of business there is to-day a very 
striking difference of opinion upon it. 

Originally quantity discounts were a device 
to boost sales. Originally there was offered 
for them the natural excuse that quantity 
sales effected a reduction in the manufac¬ 
turers selling expense. And this is unde¬ 
niably true. So far as bookkeeping and other 
clerical routine go, 1000 copies of a book are 
sold as easily as one, and manufacturing and 
transportation costs are far less per copy on 
quantity orders. 

But an unexpected condition very soon 
arose. Buying cheaper, the quantity pur¬ 
chaser was enabled to sell cheaper than the 
small retailer. Selling cheaper, he could 
eventually undercut his smaller rival beyond 
the existence point. The small retailer in 
many cases found himself forced out of busi¬ 
ness entirely or in more cases with the em¬ 
phasis of his trade shifted into other lines. 
The manufacturer found himself deprived of 
a large percentage of his retail outlets; for 
several years he wondered why; now he is 
beginning to find out. 

Why does the drug store sell almost every¬ 
thing but drugs? Why does the book store 
sell stationery and office supplies, wall paper, 
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picture frames and sporting goods? The 
answer is found—not wholly, indeed, but to 
a large extent—in the fact that large buyers 
can afford to sell more cheaply than small 
buyers. Jobbers selling at retail, by mail or 
otherwise, in direct competition with their 
own customers, department stores merchan¬ 
dizing carloads of certain types of books, 
special deals secured only too often by fa¬ 
vored customers, all these— aided by a very 
real apathy and lack of business aggressive¬ 
ness and business method which obtain among 
a certain proportion of the retail trade —have 
forced the old-time retailer, sometimes out of 
business, sometimes to his stationery and wall 
paper! 

And a moment’s reflection will convince 
any one that all price maintenance, seeking 
only to secure the retailer a legitimate profit, 
is actually for the benefit of the consumer. 
No store can cut prices on all goods; if it 
sells some at a loss, to cripple or drive its 
competitor in that line out of business, it 
must surely make that loss up in increased 
charges on other lines or in restored and ex¬ 
orbitant profits in the cut-price line after it 
has eliminated competition. 

Every wholesaler faces the temptation to 
cut his wholesale price in order to secure the 
order of the big jobber. On many books the 
jobber’s single order can make success; is it 
any wonder that the publisher, facing on the 
one side an alert business organization offering 
him a 10,000 copy order and on the other 
side a scattered and sometimes terribly weak- 
kneed retail constituency which, covering a 
dozen States though it does, collectively bids 
for but 5000 copies—is it any wonder that he 
is inclined to the jobber’s argument and point 
of view? 

Yet the publisher must not forget that for 
that scattered constituency, for a large part 
of the weak-kneedness that exists, for that 
pitiful 5000 copy order, his system of prices 
is largely responsible. 


The desire of certain of the newspaper 
publishers, as expressed in their convention 
this week, to force the book publishers to 
pay for review notices of their books is not 
lacking in naivete. 

It is true that book reviews have a certain 
advertising value, depending very largely, 
however, upon the standing of the paper and 
the soundness of the review itself. But the 
newspaper publisher is inclined to forget two 
very important points. Honestly chosen and 
well written book reviews have a very real 
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news value as well: book reviews are in¬ 
serted, or should be, not to please the pub¬ 
lisher, but to please the newspaper reader. If 
they do cater to publisher rather than reader 
they become of just so much less actual value. 

Furthermore, the publisher would certainly 
refuse to pay for condemnatory reviews; and 
any secret subsidy of what assumes to be 
unbiased news matter would be perversive of 
the standard which the newspaper world is 
professedly and rightly trying to maintain 
for itself. It would also, of course, make 
all book news (?) utterly valueless to dis¬ 
criminating readers. 


IS NOVEL WRITING DECLINING? 

It seems to be the history of fine art that 
each phase of it has its primitive stage; then, 
under some romantic incentive, its period of 
more or less rapid growth, its flower, and 
then an inevitable period of decline. Has the 
art of novel writing reached this period of 
decline? asks William Frederick Dix in a 
recent number of The Independent. 

Art is the representation of Nature; not 
Nature reproduced, but Nature as interpreted 
by the personality of the artist. The more 
spiritually sensitive a man is to the soul of 
Nature, the better is his work. The artist 
paints not only what he sees, but what he 
feels. Art is Nature made human, and the 
art-inspiration which Solomon, and David, 
and Isaiah, and Phidias, and _ Virgil, and 
Giotto, and Michael Angelo had is that divine 
inner voice calling us to high and esoteric 
companionship with what is good and beauti¬ 
ful and true. 

Sculpture was the first of the arts to find 
its full flower, and music the last. Sculpture 
was archaic in Egypt and Babylonia, and 
found its perfection in classic Greece. Pic¬ 
ture making remained archaic till the Middle 
Ages, when it found its flower in Florence. 
The tomb frescoes of Egypt, the vase decora¬ 
tions of the Etruscans, all the examples of 
early picture making which have been pre¬ 
served to us show that convention was the 
consort of, and Nature a stranger to, the 
artist till the Florentine peasant, Giotto, in¬ 
troduced her to the world. 

It is a very curious thing that the least in¬ 
tellectual and the most emotional of all the 
arts—music—should be the last to be de¬ 
veloped. Did you ever realize that there was 
no scheme of harmony, as we know it, till 
about three hundred years ago, and that prac¬ 
tically the entire development of modern mu¬ 
sic occurred within a couple of centuries? 

Bach was the first musician to produce other 
than primitive music, and his fugues led the 
way to Haydn, who developed the sonata 
form, Handel, who developed and perfected 
the oratorio to an extent never since ex¬ 
celled, and Mozart, who first produced real 
opera. From these first great masters came, 
in superb, successive steps, the orchestral de¬ 
velopment, with many instruments playing 
simultaneously and in harmony, and the 


flower of the art of music, represented by the 
symphonies of Beethoven and the master¬ 
pieces of Schumann, Schubert, Brahms, and 
the master-musician, Wagner. Then came the 
final touches of delicacy added to the art by 
Saint-Saens and Tschaikowsky, and then 
came the inevitable point of decline. Already 
Richard Strauss insinuates subtle elements of 
degeneracy, and Debussy, forsaking harmon¬ 
ies, seeks sensationalism in his discords. The 
canker worms of self-consciousness, mere¬ 
tricious cleverness, over-refinement, effemin- 
ization and sensualism are gnawing at the 
heart of modern music! 

Each phase of art is developed logically 
and progressively to a state of comparative 
perfection; then, when it is exploited so far 
as is humanly possible, it has an evident de¬ 
cline. The reason for this decline is that an 
element of self-consciousness comes into the 
work of the artist. He finds it necessary to 
strive for new effects; he must catch the at¬ 
tention of the public at any cost; he must be 
clever and original even if that cleverness and 
originality lead away from truth. And these 
are the canker worms of decay. 

While an art is progressing to perfection, 
every advance stimulates the artist, every 
step forward is a token of strength. The ar¬ 
tist forgets himself and lives for his art. 
After the art has reached its zenith, the ar¬ 
tist is lured into subtleties and catch phrases 
and tricks. This, says Mr. Dix, is most 
strikingly illustrated in the history of music 
as I have outlined it, and I believe that we 
have reached the period of decline in the 
art of fiction. During the last dozen years, 
he continues, I have reviewed for various 
magazines several million novels—at least, it 
seems that many as I look back upon them. 
Some of them 1 have read! As I look back 
over the uncounted flocks of duodecimo vol¬ 
umes which have flitted in and out of my 
study window, I realize that they have, left 
some little residuum of general impressions, 
and the strongest of these impressions is that 
every human situation, emotion, influence, 
characteristic, passion and environment have 
been described, and that modern novel writ¬ 
ers, despairing of finding anything new, are 
resorting to retellings, to tricks of technique 
and subtleties in order to catch the popular 
taste. 

The classic myths of Greece and Rome, the 
folk-lore and peasant superstitions of Eu¬ 
rope, the scandals and immoralities of court 
life, legends and fairy tales covered the 
gamut in allegorical form of human experi¬ 
ence. Boccaccio, perhaps the first realistic 
romancer, who told tales typifying real peo¬ 
ple and social conditions, breaking away from 
wonderland, just as Giotto broke away from 
archaic convention, introduced the first mod¬ 
ern element in the art of fiction. He dealt in 
realities, not in symbols; he. humanized his 
characters instead of deifying them. He 
blazed the trail followed long afterward by 
La Fontaine, Hugo and Balzac. Defoe and 
Fielding led the way to George Eliot, Maria 
Edgeworth, Thackeray, Dickens and Scott. 
The art flowered under the culture of Kings¬ 
ley, Charles Reade, Hawthorne and Dumas, 
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and what have those and the “sweet host 
more” of other masters now dead left for 
the modern novelist to do? 

The song of life has been sung, the human 
lieart has been analyzed, the passions and 
emotions have been portrayed; the modern 
writer must content himself with paraphras¬ 
ing the same things, embellishing them mere¬ 
ly with clever technique and tricking them 
out in new garb. Personally, I think that 
the technique of the novel of to-day is far 
superior to the technique of the novel of the 
early nineteenth century. It has a perfectly 
definite plan and theme, it is condensed, epi¬ 
grammatic, sparkling and medallion-like in 
its finish, it is stripped of verbiage and cir¬ 
cumlocutions, and technique is a very neces¬ 
sary part of art. 

Technically the romances of Thackeray, 
and Dickens, and Dumas, for instance, are 
not novels at all. They are glimpses of life 
visualized, the author rambling on in a leis¬ 
urely way till he had finished his three- 
volume space. There were generalizations 
and preachments and incidental dissertations 
which were quite apart from the swing of 
the theme. Their books were faithful his¬ 
tories of the times, describing real scenes and 
characteristics, but with fictitious people who 
stood for types; they were marvellous pan¬ 
oramas of life and manners, but they were 
not novels as we now understand the word. 
“The Virginians,” “The Three Musketeers,” 
“David Copperfield,*” “Pere Goriot,” had no 
real endings; they simply stopped. 

The novels of to-day are really amplified 
short stories, elaborating one idea or group 
of ideas logically to an artistic finish. The 
clear-cut conceptions of De Maupassant, the 
crisply drawn emotionalism of Poe, the imag¬ 
ination and virility of Bulwer, the tense real¬ 
ism of Kipling, all influenced the artistic 
methods of modern writers, but with this 
growth of refinement came the decrease, of 
primal ruggedness, enthusiasm and inspira¬ 
tion. Kipling, with all his vigor, succinctness 
and picturesque force, never produced a true 
novel. To-day we have as our foremost nov¬ 
elists such writers as Henry James, who in¬ 
terminably. splits hairs, who teases us with 
subtle shades of meaning, who quibbles over 
syllables, George Meredith, too refined and 
artificial in style to be real, and who spins 
gossamer threads to catch the moonlight, and 
Mrs. Humphry Ward, who plays the drawing¬ 
room zither, but not the sounding horn. 

The novel of to-day suffers terribly from 
commercialism. The writer must keep always 
before him the deadly question, “Will it sell?” 
The publisher’s criterion is not, “Is it good, 
will it add prestige to my house?” but, “Will 
it sell?” The reader asks before he buys, not 
“Is it good, is it art, is it literature?” but, 
“Is it being read and discussed? Should I 
buy it to be up on the subject?”. This is the 
soil where the canker worm thrives. 

What is a novel, after all? Merely a tale 
of human life written to divert, to please, to 
interest. True, but all works of art should 
do these things. But there are more ways 
than one to divert, to please and to interest. 
Sidney Lanier has written: 


“Let any sculptor hew us out the most 
ravishing combination of tender curves and 
spheric softness that ever stood for woman. 
Yet if the lips have a certain fulness that 
hints of the flesh, if the brow be insincere, if, 
in the minutest particle, the physical beauty 
suggests a moral ugliness—that sculptor— 
unless he be portraying a moral ugliness for 
a moral purpose—may as well give over his 
marble for paving stones, for Time, whose 
judgments are inexorably moral, will not ac¬ 
cept his work.” 

The novel, like every other form of art, 
to be a work of art and to live, must be in¬ 
exorably moral. The more recent novels 
from the pen of an English novelist who gave 
promise of being able to produce classics, 
Maurice Hewlett, show decided traces of 
moral meretriciousness too subtle to be called 
indecent, but which, in spite of their refine¬ 
ment of style, will cause them to be forgot¬ 
ten, I believe, when “The Scarlet Letter,” 
with its moral treatment of an immoral 
theme, lives. The author of “The Stooping 
Lady” is beginning himself to stoop. On the 
other hand, certain writers who believe they 
are returning to the more elemental period 
of art, mistake brutality and coarseness for 
honesty; they shock the senses, but do not 
stir the heart. Jack London, for instance, 
strives to portray elemental human passions 
in modern but primitive conditions of life, 
but his books have no uplift. 

What impressions do these modern novels 
leave upon me? That their writers have, 
with much cleverness, great skill, ingenuity, 
versatility, boldness—and with a weather eye 
out for the royalties they are to reap—pro¬ 
duced countless books—ah! a most amazing 
army of books!—which divert, amuse, in 
some cases instruct, in a few stimulate, but 
which seldom uplift or inspire. The novel 
reader of to-day receives a liberal education 
in life. With Kipling and Mrs. Fraser he 
learns India better than the traveller; he be¬ 
comes acquainted with coolie and maharaja, 
with pariah and priest; he sees the palaces 
and bazaars, and the English garrison life, 
and is caught in the mystic spell of Hindoo 
philosophy; with Lafcadio Hearn and Pierre 
Loti he becomes intimate with the Japanese; 
with Jack London and Rex Beach he suffers 
the cold of the Klondike; with Merriman the 
heat of Africa; with Joseph Conrad and E. J. 
Conolly he learns the horrors of typhoon and 
raging seas; with Mrs. Ward and Mrs. 
Wharton and Robert Grant he visits the aris¬ 
tocratic homes of England and New . Eng¬ 
land ; with Mrs. Harrison, Mary Wilkins, 
Davis, Chambers and others he hobnobs with 
various grades of American society; with 
Winston Churchill he scans our history; with 
Edwin Lefevre he dabbles in high finance; 
with Cable and Hopkinson Smith he is en¬ 
tertained in Creole and Virginia society; 
with Myra Kelly he studies the children of 
the slums, and with Conan Doyle and 
Hornung he becomes a detective or a burglar, 
as his fancy pleases. 

Would you hunt, fish, explore, make love, 
crack a safe, fight a battle, loiter at a tea, or 
sail the main in palatial yacht or fisherman’s 
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dcry, enter the courts of royalty or eat black 
bread with the peasants, gentle reader? Is it 
your whim to explore the sweatshops or fac¬ 
tories, delve in the mines under the earth or 
sail the skies in aeroplanes, plunge back into 
history or forward into the future? It is all 
here at dollar and a half per! 

The modern novelist knows more of engi¬ 
neering than the professional engineers, more 
finance than the trust owners, more of Eu¬ 
rope and Asia than the explorers, more mor¬ 
ality and immorality than the sociologists! 
Truly it is a strenuous life, this novel writ¬ 
ing of to-day. It is clever, but is it art? 

Is the modern fiction writer inspired by 
the same frenzy that caused Shelley to write 
“Adonais,” or Michael Angelo to carve his 
"Moses,” or Botticelli to paint his “Spring,” 
or Rubinstein to compose his “Melody in E,” 
or Mendelssohn his “Spring Song,” or Car¬ 
paccio to paint his Madonnas? 

I cry a warning that cleverness will never 
take the place of inspiration, that sensation¬ 
alism will tickle the public taste but trans¬ 
iently, and that sensualism will lead to chaos. 
Whether it be with his chisel, his pencil, his 
brush, his bow or his pen, the man must work 
with divine fire, regardful enough of modern 
needs and conditions to be sympathetic to 
them, regardless enough to dare to lead up 
and away from them, and scornful of com¬ 
mercial temptations, to be an artist. 


CANADIAN PAPER INEVITABLE. 

Statistics prepared by Herbert Knox Smith, 
Commissioner of Corporations, at the request 
of the American Newspaper Publishers’ Asso¬ 
ciation from monthly reports made to him 
during the last eighteen months by the Amer¬ 
ican Paper and Pulp Association, show that 
beginning with last September the amount of 
paper on hand at the mills of the United 
States at the end of each month has grown 
less each month, decreasing by a few thou¬ 
sand tons every thirty days from 53,115 tons 
on hand at the end of August, 1909, to 19,907 
tons at the end of March, 1910. From Sep¬ 
tember, 1909, to and including March, 1910, 
the amount of paper shipped by the mills 
each month has exceeded the amount pro¬ 
duced, the amount of excess varying from 
1000 to 8000 tons a month. 

The amount of print paper valued at not 
over 2 cents a pound imported during the 
years 1904 to 1909 increased from 3,781,160 
pounds in the fiscal year 1904 to 34,088,642 
pounds last year. Practically all this paper 
was imported from Canada. 

Coincident with this report comes the an¬ 
nouncement of the acquisition by an Amer¬ 
ican syndicate of an immense tract of spruce 
timber land in Labrador and Newfoundland. 
An area of nearly 14,000 square miles (larger 
than the State of Massachusetts) has been 
bought for a nominal sum, plus a royalty on 
the manufactured pulp. The tract contains 
thirty billion feet of excellent spruce, enough, 
allowing for natural growth, to supply the 
American market for an indefinite period. 

The recent action of the Canadian author¬ 
ities forbidding the exportation of pulp and 


the success of Lord Northcliffe’s new New¬ 
foundland paper mills have rendered a fur¬ 
ther system of Labrador and Newfoundland 
paper mills both necessary and practicable. 
The new syndicate’s land has abundant water 
powers and good harbors, and mill develop¬ 
ment is part of their plans. 

It is understood that the American Pub¬ 
lishers’ Association will continue a vigorous 
congressional campaign for the reduction or 
abolition of the duties on Canadian paper. 
Higher paper, however, is distinctly probable 
in the very near future. 


THE ENGLISH PUBLISHERS’ ASSO¬ 
CIATION. 

The Publishers’ Association of Great 
Britain and Ireland elected officers at their 
annual meeting, April 7. as follows: 

President, William Heinemann; vice-presi¬ 
dent, Edward Bell (George Bell & Sons) ; 
treasurer, Arthur Waugh (Chapman &Hall). 
Council: Black, Adam & Charles (Arthur R. 
Black) ; Blackwood, William & Sons (James 
PI. Blackwood) ; Cassell & Co. (Arthur Spur¬ 
geon) : Gardner (Wells), Darton & Co. (Jo¬ 
seph W. Darton) ; Plodder & Stoughton (J. 
E. Hodder Williams) ; Longmans, Green & 
Co. (C. J. Longman) ; Macmillan & Co. (Sir 
Frederick Macmillan) ; Methuen & Co.; 
Murray, John (J. Murray) ; Smith, Elder & 
Co. (Reginald J. Smith, K.C.). Secretary, 
William Poulten. 

The Council of the Association, in its Re¬ 
port for 1909-10, states that the existing net 
book agreement is working smoothly, only 
one important case of underselling (of maps) 
having occurred during the year, and “the 
Council believe that they have succeeded in 
intercepting the principal source of supply in 
this case;” adds that the co-operation of the 
Associated Booksellers in the suppression of 
underselling has been maintained, and that 
the net book agreement has now been signed 
by every member of the Publishers’ Associa¬ 
tion. 

Regarding piracy the Report says: “Our 
agents have been active, as usual, in prevent¬ 
ing the sale or production of pirated books 
in the Colonies. Our agent in Dunedin cap¬ 
tured a large quantity of pirated books and 
had them destroyed. Our agent in Sydney 
forced an importer of reprints of copyright 
books to return them to America; and our 
agent in Bombay brought a successful suit 
against a piratical reprinter of a book pub¬ 
lished by a member of the Association.” 

At the request of the Authors’ Society, 
who had complained of a great drop in the 
sale of Colonial editions, a special committee 
of the Association was appointed to consider 
that phase of English publishing. It reported 
that “the Authors’ Society were, however, 
unable to substantiate the statement that there 
had been an unusual drop or to bring any 
tangible evidence on the subject, though it 
was suggested that the reduction, if any, in 
Colonial sales, was due to the production of 
cheap cloth reprints, and this opinion has 
recently been emphasized by one of our New 
Zealand agents.” 
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NEWSPAPER PUBLISHERS WISH TO 
BAN FREE BOOK REVIEWS. 

At the Wednesday session of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association, which, 
with, the Associated Press, has been in con¬ 
vention this week, the question of newspaper 
book reviews was discussed at some length. 
There was a strong feeling on the part of 
some newspaper representatives that book 
publishers should be made to pay for book 
reviews at regular space rates or in some 
other way. Others pointed out that “book 
publishers, as a rule, made so little money 
out of their books” that, if any attempt were 
made to make them pay for review notices, 
they would simply discontinue sending re¬ 
view copies or notices at all except to a very 
few papers of large circulation. The ma¬ 
jority concurred in the latter view; and, 
though there was considerable discussion, no 
action was taken. _*_ 

SOME RECENT SALES OF AMERI¬ 
CANA. 

The copy of the rare second edition of 
Stephen Plannck’s edition of Columbus’s let¬ 
ter, announcing the discovery of America, 
which William Waldorf Astor bought in 
London some years ago and presented to the 
Astor Library, was sold this week at Ander¬ 
son’s as a duplicate of the New York Public 
Library, the Lenox branch having a copy of 
the same work. The book was purchased by 
Dodd, Mead & Co. for $1350. Only a few 
copies of this edition are known. It was 
published in Rome in 1493. 

There were in the same sale a number of 
rare Americana collected in the last thirty- 
five years by Wilberforce Eames, of the 
Lenox Library. One of this lot was a copy 
of George Alsop’s “Character of the Prov¬ 
ince of Marv-Land,” together with a treatise 
on “the wilde and naked Indians” (or Sus- 
quehanokes), by the same author, small 8vo, 
published in London in 1666. It was bought 
by “Lexington” for $500. Only one other 
copy has been sold in America, and that was 
the Henry C. Murphy copy, which brought 
$360 at auction in 1884. 

The New York Times notes among the 
other rare works the first issue of Raphe 
Hamor’s “True Discourse of the Present 
State of Virginia,” a small quarto published 
in London in 1615. Tt went to Dodd, Mead 
& Co. for $625. The last previous sale re¬ 
corded of this work is that of the Marshall 
C. Leffert’s copy, which brought $490 at 
Sotheby’s in London in 1902. Pierre 
Boucher’s “Histoire Veritable et Naturelle 
of New France,” 121110, Paris, 1664, sold for 
$150 to F. B. Harper’s “Authentic Memoirs 
of William Augustus Bowles, Esq., Ambas¬ 
sador from the United Nations of Creeks 
and Cherokees to the Court of London,” 
published in that city in 1791, went to the 
Library of Congress for $81; George Catlin’s 
“North American Indian,” portfolio, the Lon¬ 
don, 1844, edition, and the New York, 1845, 
edition, were secured by G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons for $210; a defective second edition of 
John Eliot’s “Indian Bible” was knocked 
down to “Lexington” for $170; Lewis Evans’s 


“Essays,”.printed by Benjamin Franklin and 
D. Hall in 1756, realized $200 (Campbell) ; 
Father Udefonso Flores’s “Indian Grammar,” 
published in Guatemala in 1753, brought $300 
(Rosenbach) ; Samuel Hopkins’s “Historical 
Memoirs,” 4to, Boston, 1753, George Ban¬ 
croft’s copy, $180 (“Lexington”) ; Hulsius’s 
“Collection of Voyages,” $250 (“Lexing¬ 
ton”) ; first edition of Thomas Jefferson’s 
“Notes on Virginia,” 8vo, Paris, 1785, $200 
(Dodd, Mead & Co.), and a collection of 
original issues of the “Jesuit Relations,” 1634- 
72, twenty-nine volumes, $7020 (Dodd, Mead 
& Co.., Edgar, Morris and “Montreal”). 


AN EDITORIAL CHANGE IN THE 
TIMES SATURDAY BOOK REVIEW. 

John Grant Dater, who eighteen months 
ago succeeded Dr. William Bayard Hale as 
editor of the Saturday Book Rcvieiu of the 
New York Times , has resigned that position 
to associate himself with the Frank A. Mun- 
sey publications in an editorial capacity. At' 
an early date Mutisetfs Magazine will an¬ 
nounce the establishment of a department 
dealing with the broader aspects of financial, 
industrial and investment news. This de¬ 
partment will be under the editorial super¬ 
vision of Mr. Dater, who in addition will 
supply the weekly market articles for the 
Boston Journal, Baltimore News, Washing¬ 
ton Times and the Evening Times of Phila¬ 
delphia, all papers in the Munsey chain. 
Before joining the editorial staff of the New 
York Times Mr. Dater was associated with 
the New York Herald for ten years as its 
financial editor. At this writing (April 28) 
Mr. Dater’s successor as editor of the Book 
Review has not been announced. 


SUBSCRIPTION PUBLISHING IN 
ENGLAND. 

Subscription publishers and others will be 
interested in the article in the current num¬ 
ber of The Book Monthly on the great Cax- 
ton Publishing Co., a leading English sub¬ 
scription book house. 

“We employ 380 travellers,” said Mr. Le 
Bas, the manager, “and there is scarcely a 
village in England, Ireland, Scotland or 
Wales that is not visited by a Caxton travel¬ 
ler at least once a month. We are spending 
over £40,000 a year in rent, salaries and com¬ 
mission. Our outgoings for the advertising 
of our books in twelve months is close on 
£20,000, and I do not fancy that any other 
publishing house in the United Kingdom 
comes up to that. All the Caxton books are 
supplied on the deferred payment system, 
and we find the British public thoroughly 
honest, but, of course, we have exceptional 
means of collecting our accounts. For ex¬ 
ample, a customer in London orders a work, 
and after making a few payments removes 
to Scotland. His account is at once trans¬ 
ferred to our Glasgow branch, and before he 
is well settled there the local Caxton collec¬ 
tor has called for the monthly payment.” 

The best book country, according to the 
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Caxton people’s experience, is Scotland, for 
every Scotsman likes to read, and read books 
of solid merit; he is a bookbuyer. Ireland, 
however, is, for various reasons, a poor ter¬ 
ritory. In England the northern counties 
form the best field. 


NEW STREET CAR ADVERTISING 
SCHEME. 

Advertising managers will be interested in 
a novel scheme which, according to Printer's 
Ink, is now being worked in New York in 
the hopes of calling added attention to the 
cards run in the street cars. A reward is 
offered to the person who will discover the 
greatest number of misspelled words in those 
same cards. In consequence, as one news¬ 
paper has put it, “as the university graduate 
and the correspondence school alumnus jog 
elbows on their way down in the morning or 
home in the evening, they will have a fine 
opportunity to put their memory to the test 
in the next thirty days.” The card which 
fnakes public the contest reads as follows: 

“In one-half of all the surface cars of New 
York City an advertiser has cards with a 
misspelled word. 

“The person reporting the most cars, giv¬ 
ing car number (without duplication) and 
giving advertiser’s name and the misspelled 
words, prior to April 30, 1910, will receive a 
prize of $25.” _ 

OBITUARY NOTES. 

MARK TWAIN. 

With unusual sorrow the literary world 
learned a week ago Friday of the death of 
Mark Twain. 

The end came quietly the evening of the 
previous day at the author’s country home, 
Stormfield, near Redding, Conn., where he 
had been ill ever since his return from Ber¬ 
muda two weeks ago. 

Samuel Langhorne Clemens, spldier, print¬ 
er, pilot, reporter, miner, lecturer, editor, 
publisher, author, was born on November 30, 
1835, the little town of Florida, Mo., but 
the elder Clemens moved soon after with his 
family to Hannibal, Mo., on the Mississippi, 
so well known and loved by Mark Twain. 
He went to the village school, but at the age 
of twelve entered the composing room of the 
Hannibal Weekly Journal to learn the print¬ 
er’s trade, soon becoming an expert com¬ 
positor. He determined that, if he must be a 
printer, he would be a tramp printer, and be¬ 
fore he was sixteen he had worked in the 
composing rooms of newspapers in St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, Philadelphia. and New York. 

But the river called him back, and in 1851 
he returned to Hannibal, determined to be¬ 
come a river pilot. It was 1859, however, 
before he had earned money for his $500 
apprentice fee, served his apprenticeship and 
won his license. In 1861 his brother, who 
had been appointed territorial secretary to 
Nevada, took him west with him; and in 1862 
he branched out as city editor of the Virginia 
City (Nev.) Enterprise. For a dozen years 
he gravitated between journalistic work and 
mining, until the enormous success of his 


first long book, “Innocents Abroad,” in 1869, 
definitely turned him to authorship and lec¬ 
turing. From then on he wrote steadily, 
producing a list of books whose names have 
become household words. The most impor¬ 
tant are: “The Jumping Frog,” 1867; “The 
Innocents Abroad,” 1869; “Autobiography 
and First Romance,” 1871; “The Gilded 
Age” (with the late C. D. Warner), 1873; 
“Roughing It,” 1872; “Sketches New and 
Old,” 1873; “Adventures of Tom Sawyer,” 
1876; “Punch Brothers, Punch,” 1878; “A 
Tramp Abroad,” 1880; “The Prince and the 
Pauper,” 1880; “The Stolen White Ele¬ 
phant,” 1882; “Life on the Mississippi,” 1883; 
“The Adventures of Huckleberry Finn,” 1885; 
“A Yankee at the Court of King Arthur,” 1889; 
“The American Claimant,” 1892; “Merry 
Tales,” 1892; “The £1,000,000 Bank Note,” 
1893; “Puddinhead Wilson,” 1894; “Tom 
Sawyer Abroad,” 1894; “Joan of Arc,” 1896; 
“Following the Equator,” 1898; “The Man 
.That Corrupted Hadleyburg,” 1900; “A 
Double-Barrelled Detective Story,” 1902; “A 
Dog’s Tale,” 1903; “Eve’s Diary,” 1905; “A 
Horse’s Tale,” 1906; “The $30,000 Bequest,” 
1906; “Christian Science,” 1907; “Autobiog¬ 
raphy.” It is not generally known that 
“What Is Man?” a small volume of serious 
essays, privately printed by the De Vinne 
Press in 1906, was also Mr. Clemens’ work. 
It was distributed among personal friends, 
and only a few of them knew the secret of 
its authorship. 

From 1884-94 occurred the incident of his 
life linking him most directly and worthily 
with the publishing trade, his connection 
with the publishing house of Charles L. 
Webster & Co. Lest the facts—-too fine to 
be forgotten—shall have been so in the years 
since, Albert Bigelow Paine, Mr.. Clemens’ 
literary executor, made the following state¬ 
ment for The Publishers’ Weekly on his 
return Monday from the funeral trip to 
Elmira: 

“Charles L. Webster was a nephew by 
marriage of Mark Twain. They had been 
associated in a friendly way for several years, 
Webster handling the business development 
and securing patents for several of Mark 
Twain’s inventions. The author conceived 
the idea that in the then state of the publish¬ 
ing business he could make more money pub¬ 
lishing his own books than having them pub¬ 
lished by an established house. Webster was 
an energetic business man with good execu¬ 
tive ability, and he had had experience in 
handling the agents who sold the inventions 
and who were later to sell Mark Twain’s 
books. So they made a business agreement, 
and in 1884 began their operations by trying 
the publication of one book, “Huckleberry 
Finn.” This was a successful venture, and 
very soon other books of Mark Twain’s were 
published by the firm, which was called 
Charles L. Webster & Co. 

“At that time General Grant was writing 
his memoirs, which were appearing serially 
in a magazine. Mark Twain was a very close 
friend of General Grant’s, and he believed 
that his friend could make more money if 
the memoirs were published by. Webster & 
Co. than by other publishers. His friendship 
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for Grant led him to make a very liberal 
offer, which, in some respects, was too liberal 
for good business prudence. The firm 
brought out the Grant memoirs and sold tre¬ 
mendous quantities of them. They paid the 
widow and family of General Grant the larg¬ 
est royalty check ever given, which was over 
$200,000. Two checks to the Grants equalled 
almost $400,000, and the total royalties paid 
the family by Mark Twain’s firm were nearly 
hjalf a million. 

“At the time when the firm needed expert 
business counsel, Mark Twain -was not busi¬ 
ness man enough to foresee difficulties of a 
purely financial kind, and the firm acquired 
an unwarranted amount of confidence in their 
ability to float books which the trade did not 
justify. They became badly involved, and 
the panic of 1893 was the last straw. The 
firm of Charles L. Webster & Co. made an 
assignment in April, 1894. At that time their 
offices were near Fifth Avenue and Four¬ 
teenth Street in New York City. Webster 
had sold out his interest and Mark Twain’s 
associate was Fred J. Hall, a young man of 
ability, who became manager of the firm and 
Mark Twain’s partner. Hall made a brave 
fight, but the odds were against him. 

“The final unfortunate venture of the firm 
of Charles L. Webster & Co. was the publi¬ 
cation in a number of volumes of ‘L. A. L.,’ 
as it was generally known, or the ‘Library of 
American Literature,’ edited by Edmund 
Clarence Stedman. The work had great 
merit, and if the firm had possessed sufficient 
capital it is probable that even this venture 
would have been successful. The firm pub¬ 
lished from time to time the works of Mark 
Twain, which were uniformly successful. 

“At the failure of Charles L. Webster & 
Co. the works of Mark Twain were scattered 
among various publishers. Some were in 
the hands of the American Publishing Co., 
of Hartford, who published his earliest books. 
Several volumes belonged to the J. L. Osgood 
Co. Harper & Brothers had brought out one 
or two of them, and the Webster Co. of 
course owned those which they had published. 
Then followed Mark Twain’s settlement with 
the Webster Co. and its creditors. The as¬ 
sets of the company were realized upon as 
far as possible, which enabled the firm to pay 
about 40 cents on the dollar. As the entire 
debts amounted to $100,000, this left $60,000 
of unpaid and unsecured debts. When this 
became known Mark Twain announced that 
lie would assume personally the responsibility 
of paying the $60,000. His phrase was Til 
pay this if I live.’ No one believed him, but 
he immediately went on a lecture tour, wrote 
‘Following the Equator,’ and kept at work 
until he had paid every dollar of the Webster 
indebtedness.” 

Since Harper & Brothers became his pub¬ 
lishers Mark Twain’s earnings have been writ¬ 
ten about very extensively in the newspapers. 
Colonel George Harvey, president of Harper 
& Brothers, gave out a statement in London 
which has been cabled this country. It con¬ 
tains the only authentic figures regarding the 
business relationship of Mark Twain with 
Harper & Brothers. 


“It was proposed to take over all his books, 
guarantee him a revenue from royalties of 
not less than $25,000 per annum, and pay him 
30 cents a word for all he should write, 
whether published or not for five years. 

“Mark Twain entered the agreement with 
alacrity, and from that day he felt his mind 
was wholly free from pecuniary considera¬ 
tions. In 1907 we deposited to his credit not 
less than $75,000. His daughter for years to 
come will receive a large revenue from the 
same source.” 

BJORNSTJERNE BJORNSON. 

Bjornstjerne Bjornson, the Norwegian 
poet, novelist and dramatist, died at Paris 
last Tuesday night, where he had come for 
treatment for arterio sclerosis, with which 
he had been suffering for a year past. 
Bjornstjerne Bjornson, with Ibsen the great¬ 
est of Norwegians, was born December 8, 
1832, in Quichnc, in Northern Norway. More 
than any other writer, Bjornson endeared 
himself to his countrymen for his outspoken 
independence, his radical political ideas, and 
the many popular movements which he led 
toward reviving a more widespread senti¬ 
ment of national life in his land After study¬ 
ing in the gymnasium at Christiania to pre¬ 
pare for the university, which, like Ibsen, 
he failed to enter, he became a newspaper 
reporter, and at the age of twenty wrote his 
first drama, “Walborg.” Always energetic in 
action, he began the agitation in 1853, when 
only twenlv-one years of age, to banish the 
Danish language from Norway and encourage 
the use of the native tongue in the news¬ 
papers, in literature, upon the stage and else¬ 
where. From that time Bjornson was recog¬ 
nized as the patriotic leader in Norway. 
Shortly after the king had decorated the au¬ 
thor with a cross of honor Bjornson had the 
audacity to challenge His Majesty to a duel. 
For this Use majeste he was condemned to 
a year in prison, but he escaped to Germany, 
and did not return to Norway for several 
years. In 1881 he visited the United States, 
delivering many lectures. Upon his return 
he purchased his farm at Aulestad, among 
the mountains of Central Norway, and there 
he spent the greater part of his time, living a 
simple although active life among the peas¬ 
antry. As a successful dramatist Bjornson 
early attained distinction, and for a number 
of years he was director of the National 
Theatre. In his poems he finds the accents 
and forms of the old popular songs. His so- 
called village stories, “Joyous Companion,” 
“The Wedding March,” “Throud,” “The 
Fisherwoman” and “Magnhild,” all enjoyed 
remarkable popularity. As a poet his reputa¬ 
tion was well established by his idyls, “Arne” 
and “Synnoeve Solbake,” while among his 
successful dramas were “Nulda,” “Between 
the Battles,” “King Swerre,” the trilogy of 
“Sligard Slembe,” and his tragedy of “Marie 
Stuart in Scotland.” His “Poems and 
Songs” appeared in 1870, “Sigurd” in 1872, 
which at once took its place among the clas¬ 
sical masterpieces, and “Bruder-Staaten” in 
1873, followed in later years by his own two 
powerful novels, “In God’s Way” and “The 
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Heritage of the Kurts.” All of his more 
prominent works have been translated into 
English and other languages. His drama, 
“Beyond Human Power,” will be remem¬ 
bered by Americans by portrayal a few years 
ago by Mrs. Patrick Campbell. 

Edwin Ewen Bald wick, a New York City 
book dealer, died Tuesday in the home of his 
son, at No. 1003 Woodycrest Avenue, the 
Bronx, of old age. Pie was seventy-six years 
old, and had had a store at No. 2052 Eighth 
Avenue. _

NET FICTION ON THE COAST. 

New York, April 25, 1910. 
The Publishers’ Weekly, New York City. 

Just back, as I am, from the far west, I 
want to go on record—this as a sidelight on 
the net price situation—as stating that, with 
one exception, I found the dealers on the 
Pacific Coast perfectly willing to suffer any 
disadvantage that might accrue to them from 
pushing my latest publication, “The Furnace 
of Gold,” at a lower price than they obtain 
for the novels published at the regular price. 

If this is so in the West, how much harder 
should the Eastern dealer work for the net 
books when he thereby obtains a distinct 
advantage. 

This is no time for selfishness on the part 
of author, publisher and bookseller.

Charles Edwin Hurd, for thirty years 
literary editor of the Boston Transcript , died 
last Friday. 

La Librairie for March announces the pros¬ 
pective coalition of the National Congress of 
French Publishers and the Publishers of 
Faris at a banquet to be held on April 19 at 
the Palais d’Orsay Hotel. 

C. A. Pearson has sold his controlling in¬ 
terest in the London Standard and the Even¬ 
ing Standard to Davison Dalzell, the well 
known financier and Unionist member of 
Parliament. There will be no change in the 
policy of the newspapers, Mr. Pearson selling 
solely on account of his health. 

The London Morning Post notes the 
“arrival” of a new author, Charles Geniaux, 
whose name is still practically unknown in 
this country. It w r as unknown in France, and 
Geniaux had struggled for years for public 
recognition, when his “L’Homme de Peine” 
won the Prix de Rome des Auteurs and took 
the literary world by storm. Now his books 
are eagerly awaited, and his “Les Forces de 
la Vie” and “La Cite de Mort” have had a 
big sale. He is said to have Zola’s force 
without his savage crudeness and Maupas¬ 
sant’s delicacy without his cynicism. He 
would seem to be ripe for introduction to an. 
American public. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

The baseball team representing D. Apple- 
ton & Company in the Publishers’ League 
will have a practice game to-day with a 
strong team from the Customs House at 
Prospect Park, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The Macaulay Co. have ready to-day 
“Our Lady of Darkness,” by Albert Dorring- 
ton and A. G. Stephens, with plot enough for 
many stories and illustrations by John Rae; 
and on May 14 will publish “The Princess of 
Forge,” by George C. Shedd, telling of a gold 
mine and a real American girl. 

“The Ramrodddrs,” the new novel by Hol¬ 
man Day, is just out. Like this author’s 
“King Spruce,” the story is laid in Maine, 
and it has also the element of dry “down 
East” humor for which Mr. Day’s novels are 
known. “The Ramrodders,” which is pub¬ 
lished by Harpers, tells a story of love and 
politics in a new setting. 

Fisher Unwin has just published a small 
volume on “Appendicitis: When Should One 
Operate?” The author is Dr. Julius Baum¬ 
gartner, Directing Physician of the Municipal 
Hospital, Baden-Baden, and the work has 
been translated by Miss A. M. Mander. Ap¬ 
pendicitis is a not unpopular disease in this 
country and the book might bear importation. 

W. R. Vansant & Co., Chicago, call atten¬ 
tion to William R. Vansant’s “Weaning the 
Nation,” a book on the liquor traffic of the 
United States, which accuses the federal gov¬ 
ernment of condoning and fostering, the 
greatest evil of civilization. The work is up 
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to date and a strong argument from the 
premises it starts from. 

A. C. McClurg & Co. have included nearly 
a hundred illustrations from rare prints and 
photographs in their new volume, “Bygone 
Days in Chicago,” by Frederick Francis 
Cook. These show the town and people as 
they were in the 6o’s, and are an excellent 
supplement to Mr. Cook’s descriptions of the 
“Garden City” and its citizens—recollections, 
information and humorous anecdotes which 
come from the author’s own experience as 
a newspaper man. 

A book to delight lovers of beautiful books 
is the new Harper edition of Swinburne’s 
“Songs Before Sunrise.” Only 150 copies 
are for sale in the United States. The format 
is square imperial octavo. The book is 
bound in boards with linen back and French 
ingres sides carefully sewn by hand through¬ 
out, with paper labels back and front. The 
paper used is a special weight of hand-made 
Aldwych particularly adapted to the size and 
thickness of this book, and the text is rubri¬ 
cated. 

T. Y. Croweli. & Company call special at¬ 
tention to their important book, “China and 
the Far East,” the work of a score of writers, 
edited by George H. Blakeslee; “The Win¬ 
ning of Immortality,” by Frederic Palmer, 
who offers the argument that man is not 
necessarily immortal but may become so; and 
“Oberammergau,” by Josephine H. Short, pub¬ 
lished just in time to have visitors to the 
Passion Play become familiar with the text 
of the work. It is illustrated with photo¬ 
graphs taken by the author. 

The J. B. Lippincott Company announce 
that William Jasper Nicolls’ new novel, “The 
Daughters of Suffolk,” will be brought out 
about May 1. Mr. Nicolls spent three years 
of laborious study in the libraries of this 
country and England in the preparation of 
the material for this historical tale, which 
deals with the critical moment of English 
history, when the succession of Edward vi. 
awaited settlement. Of course, Lady Jane 
Grey and her sister Katharine are the leading 
figures in the story, which Mr. Nicolls has 
embellished with a number of rare historical 
prints which will be reproduced in the book. 

Henry Holt & Company will issue “Lead¬ 
ing American Essayists,” by W'illiam Morton 
Payne, author of “The Greater English Poets 
of the xrxth Century” and other well known 
books. In this new volume Dr. Payne will 
give an historical survey of the minor Amer¬ 
ican essayists, and separate and extended 
biographical and critical treatment to Irving, 
Emerson, Thoreau and Curtis. At the same 
time the same house will issue Professor 
John Erskine’s “Leading American Novel¬ 
ists,” of which mention has already been 
made. 

The C. M. Clark Publishing Co. publish 
this week three boys’ books. Louise M. 
Hopkins’ “Signal Lights” is a good old- 
fashioned Indian story with the thrills left 
in; “A Boy’s Vacation Abroad” is an account 


by C. F. King, Jr., of a two months’ trip 
over an ideal itinerary; “Woodhull,” by Pliny 
Berthier Seymour, is the picturesque story of 
a white boy stolen and raised among Indians. 
He escapes, attends Oxford University, re¬ 
turns to America to aid in the struggle for 
freedom, and is rewarded by the love of the 
daughter of an English nobleman. 

F. M. Lupton, the publisher, makes public 
an offer to sell the electrotype plates and 
stock on hand of the Chimney Corner Series, 
the Arm Chair Library, the People’s Hand¬ 
book Series and the Leisure Hour Library, 
together with a Cottrell rotary perfecting 
press, built expressly for book printing in 
large editions, at about a tenth of their orig¬ 
inal cost. The reason for the disposal of Jhe 
property is the expansion of the periodical 
business of the company, and the consequent 
necessity of using space now occupied by the 
book department. 

BrEntano’s have in “The Fated Five,” by 
Gerald Biss, a story of interest which tells 
of a Tontine, an association of a number of 
individuals who contribute each a fixed sum 
of money by way of an insurance benefit, the 
surviving member to receive the amount 
pooled. Six men form the pool in this story, 
with a capital of $600,000, and one of the six 
is a famous London lawyer, highly esteemed, 
whose private life, however, is not in accord 
with his public reputation. His plan is to so 
work events that he alone shall obtain the 
money pooled, and how he accomplishes his 
purpose makes the absorbing tale.

“The Adventures of Two Empresses,” a novel 
by Helene Vacaresco, author of “Royal 
Lovers,” an absorbingly interesting picture 
of European court life and intrigue; “Insect 
Wonderland,” stories of insect life, told for 
the children by Constance N. Foot in the 
form of informal talks between the flowers 
in a garden, the trees in an orchard and the 
various insects which are described; and 
“Half in Earnest,” a love story by Muriel 
Hine, the story of the passion of Derrick 
Kilmarny, a young Irishman, for Candida 
Clifton, “the sun worshipper,” whom he 
meets on the island of Capri. 

Longmans, Green & Co. announce for May 
“Morning Star,” a new novel by H. Rider 
Haggard, author of “She,” “King Solomon’s 
Mines,” etc. Of his latest novel Tua, or 
Morning Star, the daughter of Pharaoh, is 
the heroine. She is a girl of great beauty, 
and the story of her love for Rames, and the 
perils she goes through for his sake, is one 
of the most entrancing Rider Haggard has 
written. How great a part miracles of the 
most terrible and exalted kind played in the 
life of Old Egypt the reader need go no 
further than the Book of Exodus to learn. 
Records of them are to be found in countless 
monuments and writings, and from the coffins 
of their priests we still recover wands such 
as the wizards threw down before Pharaoh. 
In this tale these wizards appear wielding the 
powers of the good and evil gods as they 
were believed to do by the old Egyptians. 
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Among the recent Scribner importations 
are “Marcus Aurelius and the Later Stoics,” 
a new volume in the World's Epoch Makers 
Scries by Dr. F. W. Bussell, of Brasenose

Rickmer Rickmers, a master of this fascinat¬ 
ing sport, who has had large and successful 
experience in teaching beginners.

“To outline the story of ‘ Routledge 
Rides Alone’ would give but little idea of 
the value of this most remarkable tale. 

For it could not express that greatness of 
background that the author has painted. 

It could not show the horrors of war and 
the needlessness of war, which Comfort 
has set down so vividly that one naturally 
thinks of the work as a noteworthy humani¬ 
tarian achievement of such sort as wins for 
its writers Nobel prizes. It could not paint 
again the picture of the meeting of the cor¬ 
respondents in India where Bingley finds 
much matter for thought in the popularity of 
Routledge, who always rides alone. It 
could not portray the beauty of Noreen Car- 
dinegh, who was brave enough to believe in 
Routledge and great enough to go to him. 

It could not do justice to Rawder, the little 
American missionary, who went to the leper 
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valley, who was Routledge’s ‘bravest man,’ 
but who was, after all, no braver than 
Routledge himself. It could not repeat the 
telling of the story of famine in India, where 
the horror of the starving snapped the ten¬ 
sion in the brain of Jerry Cardinegh and 
added to the memory of the famine in 
Tyrone drove him to giving Col. Hammond’s 
papers to the Russian spy. It could not do 
more than suggest the results of British 
rule in India where the writer has painted 
portraits that would have meant exile for 
him if he were an Englishman.
